The success of the man who goes 


among 
the 
farmers soliciting their 


money for his useless wares has long 
been u scandal, and a shame. It is not 
nil the farmer's fault. 
He is like other 


men in most, respects. 
Human nature 


is much the same, the world over. But 
his isolation offers fewer opportunities 
for consultation and for combination in 
self-defence. 
A scheme that would fail 


in the town merely because it would at- 
tract the attention of others, and be dis- 
cussed by th,em .while looking on, may 
be carried out in tho retiracy of the 
farmer's home. 
A band of scoundrels 


covering a house in tho village with a 
net-work of lightning-rods, and then 
bulldozing the owner into a promissory 
note for ton times the cost of the work, 
would fail merely from the casual pres- 
ence of the neighbors who might chance 
to pass while tne work was going on. 
Yet this transparent fraud may be suc- 
cessful when attempted on an unsus- 
picious and busy man who stands alone. 


Legal technicalities tend to demoralize 


the larmer. He sees some one swindled 
by the combined shrewdness of two 
swindlers, one of whom is a lawyer, 
and ho learns to distrust the law. 
Finding his. name signed to a very harm- 
less contract, he is persuaded, that he 
has "got his loot in it," and he will pay 
out rather than stand for what he 
knows to be his rights, fearing the law. 
And. at all this, the self-sntticicnt man 
on the crowded streets will smile, and 
say the farmer ought to have more 
sense. And this is true. 
We should 


know more than we do. But experience 
is a slow school, and it is essentially the 
school of those who lire in isolation. 


But the position at the farmer oflers 


tho swindler better opportunity to es- 
cape detection. 
Tho- latter may be 


glcuniug in far-distant pastures before 
his littlo scheme has been discovered, 
whereas, if it had been consummated in 
tho village, tho idle loafers, the lawyers, 
the officers, all would have been on his 
track while it was yet warm. 


It is the duty of tho press, as well as 


of reading and observant farmers and 
others to warn everybody against the 
oily tongues of tho peddler of cloths, 
carpets, linens, etc., that have escaped 
duty, or aro bankrupt stocks, and sold 
for a song. The traveling vender oi 
grafts and fruit trees is a dangerous 
fellow, for it takes a long time to prove 
his guilt. But tree-planting is a matter 
of so much importance to tho planter, 
and ho should bo so absolutely certain 
of what he is doing, that it seems 
strange that any one should permit him- 
self to take tho risk of relying on the 
representations of 
an 
irresponsible 


stranger. 


But it is useless to attempt to enum- 


erate tho -wiles of the wicked. Tho wis- 
dom of the serpent will be sufficient to 
enable him to hide bin trail. 
An old 


swindle will be succeeded by a new one, 
and when the old is forgotten it will be 
revived. : The only safety is in giving a 
wide berth to offers of sudden riches at 
tho hands of strangers—to all offers of 
something for nothing—and especially 
to every proposition that suggests on 
its face any intrigue, any fraud upon 
the Government, or on private persons, 
or any gain where others must lose.— 
Western Farm Journal.

THZ ODT. 


By order of the Executive Committee 


of the Gould system an order was issued 
from Third Vice President Hoxie's office 
Monday to all heads of departments, 
notifying them and instructing them to 
notify their subordinates that, taking ef- 
fect from April 1, the salaries of all offi- 
cials and employes receiving $100 per 
month or over would be reduced 10 per 
cent. The only exceptions ts this rule, 
from the President down, are engine and 
train men. The reduction will continue 
in effect until the 1st of July, three 
months, when the former salaries will be 
restored. 


COMMENTS. 


Commenting on the cut and its effects 


the Globe-Democrat says: 


This action has been anticipated, or 


rather feared, for some time. The fact of 
it is the "South western system of lines 
have fallen off badly in earnings this year 
as compared with last, and while the 
Gould people are confident that the busi- 
ness of the summer and tall will more 
than supply the deficiency, it is evidently 
prudent to exercise right economy for a 
time. The two principal causes of the 
falling off in revenue are the disastrous 
floods in the South and the failure of the 
cotton movement. 
When it is known 


that the order affects nearly 1,000 people, 
and will result in a saying of nearly 325,- 
000 a month the magnitude of the reduc- 
tion will be appreciated. A good feature 
about the matter is that the cut strikes 
those who are, all things considered, best 
able to stand it. The exemption of the 
train mon, engineers and low-salaried 
clerks, smacks more of the merciful than 
railway corporations are usually given 
credit for, and shows that the Gould sys- 
tem is not altogether a soulless monopoly. 
Of course there was more or less growling 
about the cut yesterday, but that was to 
be expected. It came chiefly from the 
8100 fellows. One man said he had just 
been promoted from $95 to 6100. and was 
consequently 85 worse oft' than he would 
have been if he hadn't got the raise. 
Another said he got 38100, but they always 
docked 50 cents for hospitals, so he really 
only got 899.00. 
Hence, he argued, that 


the cut did not affect him. Two or three 
objected more emphatically, aaying that 
they would either havo their pay at the 
usual rate or they would give up their 
jobs. These were the exceptions, how- 
ever, and the general expression was one 
of good-humored resignation to tho in- 
evitable.

A CORESPONDENT of the New York 


Tribune has presented a phase of the 


tariff discussion which shows very 
clearly the reasons why free trade 
would not only injure American in- 
dustrieu, but also lead to higher 
prices on both continents. 
It is true 


that it costs more to produce certain 
goods in America than it does in 
England, hence, if free trade were to 
be established, the result would be 
to paralyze industries here. Con- 
sumers would buy where they could 
purchase cheapest; but in making 
America a free market for English 
goods the price of products would be 
enhanced in a ratio with the in- 
creased demand. 
Our farmers know 


that when England or.Germany has 
short Lop crops values here increase. 
Increased demand produces better 
prices. 
Now, if America should be- 


come a purchaser of English manu- 
factures rather than of home pro- 
duct?, tbe prices of foreign goods 
would bo higher and wages there 
would be better; while on the other 
hand American labor would lack em- 
ployment and wages would be less 
reniunerntive. 
This wou'd practic- 


ally paralyze American industries. 
In 1873 we imported 4,797,557 yards 
of carpet; in 1883, under the aid 
that protection gave to American 
manufacturers, we imported only 
587,500 yards. 
In 1880, while con- 


suming 1300,000,000 worth of wool- 
en goods, exclusive of clothing, or 
$200,000,000 more than in 1860, we 
purchased lees of it in England than 
twenty years ago.

Its latest surprise has 
been to shake up a railroad and destroy 
several houses. The people of Hercu- 
laneura and Pompeii thought Vesuvius 
extinct until one day it proved in a very 
thorough manner that it could still be 
roused to activity. Since then no one 
has been deceived by its quietude. 


Other volcanoes besides Vesuvius 


have from time to timo indulged in 
what seems to be the general volcanic 
propensity of creating surprises. Thus 
no 
one would 
expect to 
havo a 


mass of rock of some three thou- 
sand 
cubic 
feet 
suddenly descend 


upon 
them 
from 
the sky. Bnt 


people living nine miles from Cotopaxi 
were on one occasion treated to such a 
surprise. The Carthaginians, when they 
set out against Syracuse, were not pre- 
pared to cross the fiery river which, to 
their surprise, intercepted their march 
at Mount .Etna. They had no boats 
tvith which to cross if. 


The great eruption of Tomboro sur- 


prised people for some 
970 miles 


around, the distance at which the force 
of the explosion was heard. 
They won- 


dered what was the matter until they 
learned of the eruption from one of the 
tweaty-six persons who were saved out 
of a population of 12.000. 


Surprises of another kind/fearful del- 


uges, are the first indications m many 
South American districts that volcanoes 
whoso peaks are m perpetual snow 
havo suddenly become active, the del- 
uges being cruised by the melting of 
great masses of snow. 


It must also be a surprise of a beauti- 


ful, 
though fearful kind, to see a liery 


fountain play to a height of seven 
hundred foot from the side of a mount- 
ain. 
Such a fountain on Mauna Loa 


in 1852 was a magnificent illustration 
of volcanic fissure, the pressure of lava 
at the crater being relieved by this new 
outlet. The cracks often seen on volca- 
noes, which form d.kes radiating from 
the center, are created in this manner. 
Small extra craters, volcanoes on volca- 
noes, which gradually becomo cone- 
shaped, are found alons; these fissures. 


Another surprise 
There is no flamo 


in volcanic eruptions, as is generally 
represented most graphically in chro- 
mos. 
Tho supposititious flames aro 


simply a reflection of tho lava on tho 
clouds of ashes and cinders. 
How 


great a volume of the latter is ejected 
Can ba well understood when it is stated 
that enough ashes and cinders were 
ejected during the Tomboro eruption 
to cover tho whole of Germany two feet 
deep. 


The islands which have occasionally 


surprised tho inhabitants along the 
const of the Mediterranean by appear- 
ing suddenly under their very eyes are 
the results of volcanic action. 
But 


probably tho greatest surprise connect- 
ed with this subject is the formation of 
volcanoes. 
A volcanoe is originally 


nothing but a hole in the ground, 
formed otton at no elevation by the 
swelling and breaking of an earth 
bubble 
The mountain which springs 


up uround this opening is formed by 
accumulations of successive eruptions. 
The great age of volcanoes which, like 
Mauna Loa and Mt /T£tua, are 14,000 
and 11,000 feet high, can be readily 
appreciate") from this fact, and from 
the further fact that /Etna had attained 
almost its present height when it was 
observed by Greek writers 2, JOO years 
ago. 


A volcano is a furnace on a magnifi- 


cent scale, the lava which it ejects be- 
ing molten rook. 
This rock is so thor- 


oughly fused by soinejvolcanoes that the 
lava, is as thin as honey, and flows with 
n, velocity of fifteen miles an hour. 
Sometimes it is spun 
out in long, 


glassy threads by tho action of burst- 
ing gas bubbles. 


While there are two kinds of erup- 


tions, tho cjuict ana Uw explosive, Uicro 
arc many theories regarding the heat 
which foscs the rocks into lava. 
Many 


think that tho interior of the earth is 
in a liquid condition, but tho better 
opinion seems to bo that the lava oc- 
curs in subterranean lakes. 
But the 


theorists agree 
that tho proximate 


cause of volcanic eruption is the con- 
tact of water with molten rock.—• 
Boston Transcript. 


Two Inches from Death. 


The 
engineer of the train which 


reaches this city from Norristown at 
eleven o'clock :it night had a thrilling ex- 
perience on Wednesday. His train left 
Norristown with every 'prospcctof reach- 
ing Ninth and Green Street*- stalion on 
time and without incident worth men- 
tion. 
Tho train was rushing on at thu 


rate of about thirty miles an hour, ami 
was within half a mile of Conshohocken 
when the watchful engineer was horri- 
fied at seeing a man lying within a hun- 
dred yards ahead of his engine, and 
with his head apparently on the rail. 
The air-brakes \\crc put down, the en- 
gine reversed, and evars effort made to 
stop the train before the wheels reached 
tho man'fc head 
It was too late. 
On 


the engine rushpil — on a hundred yards 
bcrore the tnun could 
be stopped. 


WhenitCiime to a standstill the con- 
ductor, engineer 
and a number oi 


passengers went back to pick up tho 
aanglod remains of the unfortunate 
victim. Imagine their surprise 
upon 


discovering that the man was neither 
dead nor mangled, but bleeping quietly 
alongside the track, not at all disturbed 
by the racket which had been recently 
made by tho passing train. 
His head 


Was on a lie not moro than two inches 
from tho rail, and the wheels of the 
train must havo passed over it within 
less than that distance. 
His body was 


stretched along the sleepers just outride 
the rail. 
The conductor woko hiao up 


roughly, tind asked him what ho meant 
by thus courting such a horrible death. 
""I don't want nothing but a little nap," 
said he, " and I don t see why a fellet 
can't go to sleep out in the air in the 
country without getting hauled about 
like he was a thiei.'' 


When the danger of his position was 


pointed out to him, 
he only 
said: 
" Well, I guess I had better get out a 
littlo further " He was finally driven 
off and warned not to attempt such a 
nap again. 
He went off grumbling aod 


not at all grateful. 
Engineer Ober says' 


he never saw such a man. " I believe," 
said he, "that that fellow could hart 
elcpt on top of one of the volcanoes o( 
Java during an earthquake." — Philadel- 
phia Record.
